The Lure of the Vote 

“( )H, I never took any stock in woman 

suffrage and I certainly never intended 
to vote when I moved to Colorado,” said 
the speaker of the afternoon at an up-state 
suffrage meeting. The attendance was large 
Curiosity had brought the crowd to hear 
what this former resident of the toy 
would say about votes for women after liy- 
ing in the midst of women who voted. 

“But,” she continued, “when I found out 
that I could vote for William McKinley 
you need not think that I was the person 
to miss that chance and I didn’t. Ang 
let me tell you right now before we go any 
farther not to believe any of the things 
you hear about the dreadful things women 
do in politics in Colorado. There’s nothing 
in it. The women in politics in Denver are 
as fine as any women in the world.” 

The experience of the speaker at that 
long-past suffrage meeting has been re. 
peated by thousands of women since. 
Woman after woman has moved to the 
West with scorn or indifference in her heart 
for the abstract political proposition of votes 
for women. But the moment it came home 
to her in the concrete as a chance to vote 
for a juvenile court judge who would protect 
her boy’s footsteps through the devious ways 
of the city streets or a chance to cast a vote 
fora presidential candidate who had long 
commanded her enthusiasm—on that ir 
stant woman suffrage lost an enemy and 
gained a friend. 

So it has happened that a reporter, sent 
by a periodical notable for its aversion to 
votes for women, through the equal suffrage 
states to find out what the women were go 
ing to do on the first Tuesday of next 
November, has sent in the story that in al 
his meanderings to and fro, the one thing 
he could not find was a woman who did not 
intend to vote. In the light of experience 
what an awful waste it has been for the fear- 
some prophets to predict that women would 
not use the vote if they had it.
